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Continuation of 11. does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: the argued claimed features, i.e., a satellite-based 
monitoring, measurement or data collection system, comprising monitoring satations, for monitoring, measurement or data collection and 
providing data to computation centers, a satellite having a processor for processing, multiplexing data in uplink and downlinks, read upon 
Morales in view of Lazaris as follows. 

Morales teaches a real time TV satellite communication system serving a network of local area comprising a polling data center for 
measuring, collecting data, then providing data to response data centers (see figure 1, col 3 lines 20-67, col 4 lines 1-62); also. Morales 
discloses a satellite system (see figure 1, col 3 lines 20-25), therefore Morales discloses a satellite-based monitoring, measurement or data 
collection system, comprising monitoring satations, for monitoring, measurement or data collection and providing data to computation 
centers, a satellite. Morales does not show multiplexing data in uplinks or downlinks. Lazaris teaches a direct broadcasting satellite system 
where teaching multi-beam direct broadcasting satellite DBS system having processors for receiving frequency division multiplexed FDM 
signals in the uplinks then combining the FDM multiplexed signals into a combined digital TDM time division multiplexed signal 
corresponding to digital uplink signals (see the abstract, col 1 lines 10-67, col 2 lines 1-67, col 3 lines 25-55), thus Lazaris discloses a 
satellite having a processor for processing, multiplexing data in uplink and downlinks. 
As a result, the argued claimed features were written such that they read upon the cited references. 
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
